MOST DRASTIC OF ALL LAWS 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 30.—When 


North Dakota and South Dakota pass 
into the "bone dry" column at mid- 
night it will mean the wiping out of a 
business 
estimated at 
$2,000,000 in 


the form of liijuor shipments to these 
two states from concerns in Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul. 


North Dakota was one of the pion- 


eer -prohibition states of the union, 
but as in the case of other states it's 
prohibition law was a law that did 
not prohibit, in the sense that .prohi- 
bition has come to be understood of 
late. The loophole in the law was the 
clause .permitting persons to import 
liquors for their personal,use. 'Under 
this provision, vast quantities of in- 
toxcating liquors have been consumed 
in North Dakota. Mail o«ler houses 
in Minnesota have made it very easy 
to get, and they have sold everything 
in the calendar, from straight alcohol 
to whiskey far from straight. The 
last legislature ; decided that if the 
people couldn't get liquor at all they 
would be just as well off, and that 
with living costs 
where they 
arc, 


North Dakota needed the money spent 
on drink, to keep house on. In con- 
sequence- of this sentiment the law- 
makers: passed a "bone dry" bill which 
is calculated to change .conditions ra- 
dically from those existing since the 
state went "prohibri'on" in 1839. 


South Dakota, by virtue of the pro- 


hibition 
amendment adopted in the 


la&t election, changes from a "wet" 
to a "bone dry" state. By the terms 
of the, law, which becomes operative 
after today, intoxicating liquors can- 
not be manufactured within the state 
for any purpose nor imported for 
purposes other than medicinal, 'me- 
chanical, scientific or sacramental. 
The act-is'declared by National Anti- 
Saloon League officers to be the most 
drastic prohibition legislation adopted 
by any state. .Its effect 
willj be to

Washington, June 30—Warning of

Minneapolis, Minn., June 30.—When 


North Dakota and South Dakota pass 
into the "bone dry" column at mid- 
night it will mean the wiping out of a 
business 
estimated at 
$2,000,000 in 


the form of liijuor shipments to these 
two states from concerns in Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul. 


North Dakota was one of the pion- 


eer -prohibition states of the union, 
but as in the case of other states it's 
prohibition law was a law that did 
not prohibit, in the sense that .prohi- 
bition has come to be understood of 
late. The loophole in the law was the 
clause .permitting persons to import 
liquors for their personal,use. 'Under 
this provision, vast quantities of in- 
toxcating liquors have been consumed 
in North Dakota. Mail o«ler houses 
in Minnesota have made it very easy 
to get, and they have sold everything 
in the calendar, from straight alcohol 
to whiskey far from straight. The 
last legislature ; decided that if the 
people couldn't get liquor at all they 
would be just as well off, and that 
with living costs 
where they 
arc, 


North Dakota needed the money spent 
on drink, to keep house on. In con- 
sequence- of this sentiment the law- 
makers: passed a "bone dry" bill which 
is calculated to change .conditions ra- 
dically from those existing since the 
state went "prohibri'on" in 1839. 


South Dakota, by virtue of the pro- 


hibition 
amendment adopted in the 


la&t election, changes from a "wet" 
to a "bone dry" state. By the terms 
of the, law, which becomes operative 
after today, intoxicating liquors can- 
not be manufactured within the state 
for any purpose nor imported for 
purposes other than medicinal, 'me- 
chanical, scientific or sacramental. 
The act-is'declared by National Anti- 
Saloon League officers to be the most 
drastic prohibition legislation adopted 
by any state. .Its effect 
willj be to
